Therefore if any of you be a Blaſphemer of 
God,an Hinderer and Slanderer of His Word, 
an Adalterer, or in Malice, or in Envy,or in 
any other grievous Crime, Repent you of your 
Sins, or elſe come not to that Holy Table, le# 
after the taking of the Sacrament, the Devil 
enter into you as he entered into Jadas, and 
fill you fall of all Iniquities, and bring you to 
Deſtruttion both of . Body and Soul, Theſe 


words are in the Common-Prayer Book. 
It is moreover therein truly aſſerted, Thar 


in the Primitive Church there was a Godly 
Diſcipline whereby ſuch Perſons as ſtood .con- 
vitfed of notorious Sin were pitt to (hame, 
Few that it ts _— p wiſhed that Ln 
ſaid Diſciple may be reſtored again. But 
how is it poſſible for the Godly Diſci- 
-pline of the Primitive Church to be 
reſtored again as long as the Sacrament al- 
Teſt is in force ? It is pretended that by 
means hereof the Church of England js 
Eſtabliſhed : -But if we go about ro Eſta- 
'bliſh our Church by a Practice or by a 
"'Law which is contrary to the Do- 
 rine therein profeſſed, I am afraid thar 
-we ſhall thereby, rather occaſion our own 
"Ruin than any thing elſe.

It-has alſo ctuſed'many 
whoſe Conſciences aſſure Them, that if 
They partake at the Lord's Table, They 
ſhall Eat and Drink Damnation to Them- 
ſelves, yet to venture. The too true 
Relation of a Prophane man, who that ſo 
he might not by means of the Sacramental 
Teſt, be deprived of his Livelyhood, re- 
ſolved to preſent himſelf at the Lord's 
Table. but there declared to ſome that 
lat by Him, He would Eat that Bread, 
and Drink that Wine. only as Common 
Bread, and Wine, is much talked of. 
.Yea, and this Sacramental Teſt hath har- 
dened the Papiſts , and cauſed Them to 
Blaſpheme the Prereſtanr Religion, and in a 
-peculiar manner;,.our Church of England. 
I remember a Roman Catholick did 1n my 
Hearing proteſt He was reſolved to Pub- 
Iſh in-Print a Paſlage refating to this Sub- 
je, which Himſelf (he faid)-knew to be 
true. It was this: A Gentleman (whoſe 
Name and all the Circumſtances of Time 
and /Place.he mentioned) becauſe of the 
Law, preſented himſelfat the Sacrament. 
' But the Night before He -made: himſelf 


Horribly Drunk: And when He camethe 


next Day to receive the Cup of the Lord, 
with a fearful Oath in his Mouth; He de- 
manded of the Curate, Why He did not 
get berrer Wine for them than that was? 
The Curate replied , It was the beſt He 
could procure. The Gentleman rejoyned 


_with horrid Execrations (which I abhor 
. to-mention) that if He bad ſent. to Him, 


He would have -given him better. The 


Papiſt did from this in my. hearing take 1 


occaſion to revile Proteſtauts,but eſpecial- 
ly u-who are of the Church of England.
